REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, which is the most pertinent art found, fails to teach and/or fairly suggest the 
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instant invention. While it is known in the art to use various copper complexes and 
chelating agents in wood preservative compositions (see the art of record) the 
references fail to teach and/or fairly suggest the use of a copper complex of a chelating 
compound comprising at least two functional groups selected from the group consisting 
of amidoxime, hydroxamic acid, thiohydroxamic acid, N-hydroxyurea, N- 
hydroxycarbamate, and N-nitroso-allyl-hydroxylamine in combination with ammonia, 
ethanolamine or pyridine in an amount sufficient to solubilize the copper complex. This 
combination cannot be ascertained or deduced from the prior art.
